York. 
Cartier, Inc., of New York, 
was the selling agent at a net com­ 
mission of approximately 
IO 
per 
cent. 
The date, time and place of 
delivery were not announced. 
Mrs. McCormick, daughter of John 
D. Rockefeller, Br., commissioned 
Cartier’s some years ago to “find the 
finest collection of emeralds In the 
world." 
Tile jewelry firm gathered 
IO great preen stones—the largest 
IOO carats. 
Mrs. McCormick paid 
them $550,000. 
Following her death in 1932 claims 
of 
nearly 
$9,000,000 
were 
filed 
against her estate. 
Two necklaces, 
companion nieces at $1,000,000 each, 
went to unnamed purchasers for a 


total of $600,000 in 1935. 
Sale of 
these gems and the auction of heir­ 
looms at her Lake Shore Drive man­ 
sion brought in $800,000 last year. 
Executors obtained permission to 
break up the emerald rope when 
they despaired of finding a buyer 
for the entire piece, but it was later 
decided to keep it intact. 
Claims of approximately $2,700,000 
have been allowed against the Mc­ 
Cormick estate—once appraised at 
$40,000,000. Many of these have not 
been paid because liquidation of her 
holdings is incomplete.

Britain, the United Slates. Franc * 
and Italy voted to continue today in 
an attempt to work out a limitation 
agreement without Japan. 
Both the Washington and Lon-

Officials Puzzled Over 
Air Crash; Fog Hinted

Goodwin, Ark., Jan. 16.—A theory 
that a low-lying East Arkansas fog 
contributed to the crash of a Trans­ 
continental Air liner that killed 17 
people 
was 
advanced 
Wednesday 
night, but federal investigators de­ 
scribed the disaster as a “puzzle.” 
Inhabitants of the area, a tangled 
morass in the Mississippi river low 
country, theorized the ship may have 
encountered trouble, dropped into 
one of the pools of fog common iii 
the 
region 
and 
crashed into the 
swampland trees trying to make an 
emergency landing. 
Investigators for the department 
of commerce and the American Air­ 
lines, operators of the craft, went 
ahead with the inquiry, although 
Lake Littlejohn, department of com ­ 
merce 
inspector, said “the 
cause 
probably will never be known.” 
Calls Disaster “Puzzle” 
Eugene L. 
Vidal, air commerce 
chief ordered to head the inquiry, 
was expected here today. 
En route, 
he described the disaster as a “puz­ 
zle” since the information in hts 
hands indicated weather conditions 
were not responsible. 
The com plete sm ashing of the big 
luxury plane and the fact that all 
aboard m et with death made the 
task of the investigators an almost 
hopeless one. 
Twelve men, 
four 
women and a child were killed in 
the worst air-line disaster in the na­ 
tion’s history. Two of the men and 
one woman were members of the 
crew. 
At Memphis, where the bodies of 
the victim s were moved, l l had been 
identified 
by

Place Almost Impenetrable

USES PINCH BAR 
IN GORY SLAYING 


West Chester, .Jan. lft—Harassed 
by strange fears of death from a 
malignant illness which she did not 
suffer, the mind of Mrs. Sara Oberle 
cracked Wednesday. 
In the dark of the early morning 
hours she stalked in her nightdress 
through two rooms of her new home 
in West Chester, a heavy iron pinch 
bar in her hand. 
Athwart the heads and the bodies 
of three 
human 
forms, sleeping 
peacefully in those two rooms, she 
brought down the heavy bar, again, 
and again, and again. 
The bar and other instrum ents 
took the lives of her three children. 
17-year-old Mary, vice-president of 
the senior class at West Chester 
high school; 9-year-old Joseph, Jr., 


and 7-year-old Louise. 
Tries to End Own Life 
Then hours later—it was nearly 
7 a. rn.—she telephoned for a physi­ 
cian. 
And while she awaited his 
arrival she attem pted suicide by 
hanging, by slashing her wrists and 
by stabbing herself in the abdomen. 
Late W ednesday she lay in West 
Chester Homeopathic hospital, semi­ 
conscious, mum bling incoherently, 
but, according to physicians, doomed 
to recover. 
The mad annihilation of the chil­ 
dren occurred while their father, 
Joseph S. Oberle, was attending a 
meeting in State College in connec­ 
tion with his duties as Chester coun­ 
ty agent for the State Agricultural 
Extension society, and while George 
Oberle, 79-year-old grandfather of 
the children, slept soundly in an ­ 
other room. 
Ju st when the destruction of the 
children occurred rem ained proble­ 
m atical, even while the Chester 
county coroner’s jury was starting 
an investigation, but, according to 
Dr. S. Le Roy Barber, the physician 
summoned by Mrs. Oberle, the time 
was probably just before 2:30 a. rn. 
Blood-soaked Towels Found 
The woman's wrist watch, he said, 
had stopped at th a t time, apparently 
when she dipped it in the w ater of 
a bathtub, in which were found two 
blood-soaked towels, Mrs. Oberle’s 
blood-stained nightdress and a large 
gory kitchen knife. The grandfath­ 
er, wJftQjUj deaf, said th a t during the 
night he had been disturbed by a 
slight noise, but thought little of it. 
He was still .sleeping soundly when
